A. Call or write to your near¬ 
est social security office to explain 
that you can’t come in and a' 
field representative of the office 
will call on you at home, take 
your claim, help you get the nec¬ 
essary evidence, and handle your 
case as completely as if you could 
come in. 

Q. Recently I learned a farmer 
can use the optional method of 
reporting. I have just reviewed 
my tax returns and find it would 
have been to my advantage to use 
the optional method in 1959 and 
1961. I could report $1200 under 
the optional method. Is it too 
late? 

A. No. You can file amended 
returns for both years. There is 
a time limit for filing the returns, 
though. If you want to amend 
your 1959 return, you must do so 


Q. Will the social security office 
give me a physical examination? 


A. Generally, your case will be 
decided on the medical reports of 
n doctor or doctors. Some 


your ow 

border-line cases require a further 
physical examination by a doctor 
engaged by the State agency that 
will make the medical determina¬ 
tion in the case. 

Q. Will I lose my disability 
money if I don’t report to the 
social security 


office promptly 
when I am disabled? 

A. If you delay too long, some 
benefits may be lost as the so¬ 
cial security law permits payment 
of retroactive benefits for 12 
months only. More dangerous 
than that — if you delay more 
than 18 months you may even 
lose your entitlement to any bene¬ 
fits at all. A prompt call at your 
social security office is always 
your best protection. 

Q. I have been rated 100 per¬ 
cent by the Veterans Adminis¬ 
tration. Will that qualify me for 
social security disability pay¬ 
ments? 

A. Not necessarily. The rules 
applied by the VA and social sec¬ 
urity differ somewhat. The fol¬ 
lowing by the VA does indicate 
that a prompt visit to your so¬ 
cial security office is in order. 

Q. I have been bedridden for 
some time and cannot call at the 
social security office promptly and
